brought down to a point where It is in 
a w ml with the time of Ignition, 
lf 
your trouble persists try bending tin* 
tinier control r*sl slightly. 
Tills runs 
from the steering column to the coin- 
luutator lit the front of th** engine. 
Bending it will shorten it a little, thus 
advancing the spark, o r you could bend 
the spark lever a little inward toward 
the * enter of tin* car, this also nerving 
to inh alice the control. 
lf It were a bearing knock it would 
he accentuated when the ear was pull 
lug. 
It Is burely possible that it Is a 
piston slap 
lait that is more remote 
than tin* possibility of ignition knock.

The electric Impulse generated at 
*>a« ti half re' obit Ion of a 
magneto 
a rn tat tire Is theoretically bulb ated by 
■i wave. 
The peak or top of this wave 
represent* the current at Its m axim um 
strength, and the circuit breaker of the 
magneto Is timed to break contact 
somewhere a Inuit the peak 
of this 
wave. 
Now, the timing range of a 
magneto is from a |n*int about midway 
to the top of tills wave to tin* top of it. 
The retard position causes the contact 
to la* broken at a ixjlnt farthest from 
tin* crest of tho 
wave, 
hence Ute 
strength of the spark generated at lids 
time Is far inferior to that of the spark 
which oeeurs when the contact is bro­ 
ken at the crest of the wave or when 
the current Impulse is at a maximum. 
It is for this reason th a t the spark 
lover Is advanced In cranking a motor, 
the object being to break the contact 
of the circuit breaker while the m axi­ 
mum cu rren t is being generated. T hus 
the higher the spark is advanced the 
hotter and stronger will lie the spark 
produced *t the plug. 
As for tho 
am ount of advance to give the spark 
lever, all depends upon the tim ing of 
tile magneto, and consequently this is 
liable to v ary on different motors.
